- Whereas it appears to Government that plant 
diseases, namely , root-wilt and leaf-rot prevalent in the whole area south of 
Chalakudy river are highly injurious to coconut cultivations in the said area ; 

And , whereas it is necessary to takemeasures to control and eradicate the 
said diseases and to prevent their spread or reappearance ; 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the 
• Kerala Plant Diseases and Pests Act, 1972 (25 of 1972) the Government 

of Kerala , hereby declare the area south of Chalakudy river in Trichur 
district and the areas within the districts of Ernakulam , Idukki, Kottayam , 
Alleppey, Quilon and Trivandrum , to be affected areas for a period of three 
years with effect from the 15th April, 1980 and with reference to the said 
areas the Government also hereby declare that root-wilt disease and leaf-rot 
disease are plant diseases in respect of coconut palms and direct that such

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preventive or remedial measures as the District Collector may consider 
necessary shall be carried out to control, eradicate or prevent the spread or 
the reappearance of the said diseases in the said areas.

general purport). 

According to Section 3 ofthe Kerala Plant Diseases and Pests Act, 1972 
(25 of 1972 ), if it appears to Government that any plant disease is injurious to 
plants, Government can , by notification in the Gazette, declare such plant 
disease, and areas as affected for a period to be specified in the notification and 
can also order or direct preventive or remedial measures as the District 
Collector may consider necessary to be carried out to eradicate, destroy or 
prevent the introduction , spread or reappearance, of any plant disease. 

Now Government are convinced that total production of coconuts and 
productivity of coconut palmsare declining in this State at an alarming rate 
mainly due to root-wilt disease and leaf-rot disease prevalent among the 
coconut palms. The area south of Chalakudy river in Trichur District and 
the districts of Ernakulam , Idukki, Kottayam , Alleppey, Quilon and Trivan 
drum are infected by the above diseases. Government proposes to take 
immediate plantprotection measures to control the diseases. " This notification 
is published to achieve the above purpose.
